spreading purge of Communist offi 
cials and their collaborators today 
engulfed the Hod regime's figure 
head foreign Minister, Gcorg Dor 
linger.

He served as 
editor of Vorwaerts, the party's 
first postwar newspaper, before 
joining the Foreign Ministry' as 
press: chief.

Tho man was identified as Er- 


nest Pislowltz, 40, a 
Berlin-born 


Army veteran who has been cm- 
ployed for several years in 
the 


Army's intelligence service here. 


Pislowltz was detained Wednes- 


day at the same lime agents ar- 
rested Otto Verber and Kurt L. 
Ponger on grand jury charges 
of 


espionage, and Walter Laubcr, a 
student, for questioning. Laubcr'f 
Austrian-born wife is reported lo 
have disappeared. 


At least one other American Is 


known lo have been seized in Vi- 
enna but U. S, officials arc with- 
holding his name. 


A U. S. spokesman said that a 


"substantial number of Americans 
and others known to have hnd 
contacls with Verber and Pongcr" 
would cither be picked up for ques- 
tioning or "invited" to tell what 
they know during the next 
few 
days. 


Unofficial 
sources 
said, that 


U. S. agents "got everybody they 
regarded as important" when they 
arrested 
Vcrbcr 
and 
Pongcr 


Wednesday and picked up Laubcr 
and the other two persons held for 
questioning. 


Mrs. Pongcr, who is Verbcr's sis- 


ter, was out of Vienna when her 
husband was arrested and is be- 
lieved to be in Switzerland. A U. S. 
spokesman said "we had no inten- 
tion of picking her up anyway.'1 


Verbcr's wife was not pulled 'in. 


She remained at her Vienna homo 
with her children and her 
hus 


band's parents.

Truman Sees 
Collapse of 
Soviet Schemes

WASHINGTON W — Retiring 


President Truman predicts Soviet 
Russia's aggressive schemes will 
collapse, 'sooner or later, under the 
growing weight of the free world's 
defenses. 


And that, he forecast in a fare- 


well, message to the nation from 
the White 'House last night, will 
lead; to a" hew'golden age—to an 
era of spreading world authority, 
and of peace "as far ahead 
as 
man nan s'ee," 


Truman took over the nation's 


radio and' television networks for 
a highly personal, sometimes cmo. 
tional,- review of his eight turbu- 
lent years in the White House and 
for a guess at how they may look 
in the light of history. ' 


He pointed to dangers ahead— 


of a possible new world war that 
would dig the grave of Western 
civilization and of its Communi3t 
enemy alike. 


He disclaimed for this nation any 


will to provoke sijeh a conflict by 
hurling ultimatums or by using 
terrible new weapons: "Starting 
an atomic war is totally unthink. 
able fo!-- rational men." 


He called for 
complete public 


support of his successor, Pwight 
D. Eisenhower, 
j. 


Finally, patting eight.years of 


controversy behind, the outgoing 
President ended his valedictory 
with a gentle: 


"Good night—itnd God bless you 


all."

That may be the caso with the 


nation's college coaches, who have 
decided to abolish the two-platoon 
cning mass seasonal unomploy- 
cning oaes 
seasonal 
unemploy- 


ment in one of the more popular 
forms of American outdoor art. 


The pigskin tycoons may know 


what they are talking about. But 
In another popular national past- 
time-; the great game of politics 
M there is no rush to follow their 
example. No statesman has raised 
the cry: "Let's cut back to a one- 
platoon Congress and save mon- 
ey!" 


Tho mere thought is enough to 


give a professional politician tho 
shakes. He knows that if you cut 
out too many jobs you can destroy 
a fine political machine. 


The same thing is probably true 


of a good football machine. And 
that is the risk»tbe college coaches 
took in turning tho clock back and 
voting to return to horsc-and-bug- 
gy football. This will force a col- 
lege to play Its schedule with only 
one team instead .of the two now 
used— one for defense, one for of- 
fense. 


The whole business Is a clear re- 


treat from the American goal of 
plenty— more jobs for more people 
for more pay at shorter hours.

gram is no answer, It just moans 
fewer jobs for a Jot of fine young 
fellows willing to hit that line for 
dear old Alma Mater— and cash. 


The big colleges will still get the 


cream. -of the crop, pay more for 
them, and still get the profitable 
crowds;

low-priced culls. And the

will be so lousy they'll play to 
empty stands.

Patronage is an American pro- 


cess unused in most other coun- 
tries. The procesapplied lo the ap- 
pointment ot large numbers of offi 
cials, down to some very minor 
t.ne.s, by the political party in pow- 
er. Each outgoing President tries 
to 
freeze 
his 
partisans 
in 
of- 


fice by a ge.H'ral civil service cov 
crugc, but his successor finds a 
way of ridding himself of the ob 
noxious personalities of the defeat- 
ed party. In the matter of New 
Deal and Fair Deal appointees, 
many could be got rid of by the 
simple device of an FBI report 
which is available to cabinet offi 
ccrs. 


It is understandable that appoint 


ees on a policy level would have 
to .be chosen by the newly elected 
President and he has done so.

prosperity and kept it out of a 
third world war that would mean 
the destruction of civilization. It 
is the greatest prosperity in his- 
tory. To The '.Republicans he leaves 
the job of retaining it. If some day 
It crashes, they may get the blame 
or history may decide he used de- 
fective cement. 


While he leaves the Republicans 


with the Korean War which, al- 
though less than global has man- 
aged to be insoluble, it is true that 
by one bold stroke after another, 
and often against intense 
opposi- 


tion, he has blocked communism, 
if only temporarily. In a rudder- 
less world this country was con- 
fronted, with the responsibility 
of 


assuming 
leadership or 
retiring 


into isolationism while communism 
gobbled up. the rest. Truman rcc 
ognizcd the responsibility and took 
it. 


The moves he made against Rus- 


sia may prove to have, been pre- 
cisely the right ones for turning the 
tide. Yet, the future may show he 
was 
kidding himself 
and 
the 


rest of the world when he thought 
Russia could be restrained by the 
measures he used or any measures 
short of the war he is so happy 
about avoiding. 
, His worst enemies, even though 
grudingly, have always considered 
him a. master politician. But it is 
exactly in this field that history 
may pronounce him most inept on 
these grounds: That he could have 
accomplished far more if he had 
only, understood, as Franklin Roose- 
velt did, how politics .are played 
on the grand and modern scale. 


His relations with Congress were 


wretched, particularly in the past 
two years and particularly after 
the death of Sen. Vandorbcrg, one 
of the Republicans who gave 
him 


bipartisanship .in foreign affairs.

to state his case. And Truman had 
,TV. too. 


Because of his.relations with the 


lawmakers, he was pretty ineffec- 
tive with his domestic proposals. 
That may be why in his recent 
talks he subordinated, sometimes 
dismissing in a few paragraphs, 
the domestic, side of his adminis- 
tration to his accomplishments 
in 
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The Daddy-Oh Hot-Rod program*., 


and Mt. Zion spiritual singer's pro- 
gram, sponsored by the PTA of 
the Fulton Colored school was re- 
ported as a success.
